Washington. March 30.—[Special.)— 
There are tw o or three subjects which 
alw ays cause a very enlivening and 
entertaining debate in the senate which 
might be classed under the boud of 
“ moot” debates and which w ill lead to 
no good. 
One of them is the proposi­ 
tion to repeal the fifteenth amendment 
which al lo w s negroes to vote. The oth­ 
er is the proposition that the United 
States government should enforce the 
fifteenth amendment and s«»e to it that 
negroes shall vote In the south. 
Every time these subjects come up 
there Is a vast amount of discussion 
on the negro question. 
Men debate 
pro and eon as to whether the fifteenth 
amendment was a crime, blunder or 
great 
political 
mistake. 
Men 
talk 
a I Knit the disfranchisement of the ne­ 
gro in tile south and wonder whether 
the people of that region are going to 
abide by the constitution and allow 
the negro to vote. 


Comes to Naught. 
And after uil the talk and all the 
bluster and the revival of a period that 
is so long passed that it ought not to 
interest people, the situation remains 
just as it was before. 
The north will 
not repeal the fifteenth amendment, 
arui the south is not going to permit 
negro domination in its states. 
In 
til** vote taken last week on the wo­ 
man suffrage amendment, two propo­ 
sitions were made by the Mississippi 
senators; one by Vardaman providing 
for the practical repeal of tin* fifteenth 
amendment, and it was observed that 
but one northern Democrat voted for 
it, aud he was a former southerner. 
A 
proposition to insert “ white” in the 
suffrage amendment so as to shut out 
the negro received the vote of three 
Northern 
Democrats, 
Newlands and 
Pittm an of .Nevada, and Myers of Mon­ 
tana. and they are all natives of the 
south. 
Probably this m atter w ill be discuss­ 
ed every time a suffrage question is 
brought to the front, but the result al­ 
ways w ill In* the same when a vote Is 
taken. 
As to Platforms. 
Senator Gallinger interrupted Sena­ 
tor W illiam s, who was making his usu 
ai speech on the “ negro” question, aud 
the New Ham pshire man wanted to 
know 
what 
the 
Democratic 
party 
ineunt in JN84 when it put in its plat­ 
form, “ W e believe in a free ballot and 
a fair count.” 
“ W h y ,” replied the Mississippi sena­ 
tor, “ some fellow came into the con­ 
vention and said. ‘W e w ill entch some 
negro votes by putting this in.’ 
Let s 
lie frank and honest with one an­ 
other.” 
“ I suppose,” said Gallinger, "it was 
as binding as the free tolls plank in 
the Democratic platform of 1912.” 
“ Ju st about the same,” responded 
W illiam s, “ and I expect it was put 
Into the platform in about the same 
w ay.” 
All of which throws a little light 
upon the way platforms are made. 


In a Favorite Role. 
Senator M artine of New Jersey is 
never quite so pleased w ith himself 
as when he is escorting New' Jersey 
constituents about the capitol and act­ 
ing as a real guide. 
On such occa­ 
sions he takes liberties which the aver­ 
age guide and few senate employees 
would not dare. 
Ile opens the doors 
between the senate chamber and the 
lobby and allows his constituents to 
line up In front while he points out 
here and there different senators on 
both sides of the political atsle, tells 
who they are and all there is about 
them.

The livestock situation in Crow 
Wing county is on the up grade. This 
is particularly evident in the dairy 
cattle. 
Four years ago, when 
the 
B rainerd Commercial club subscribed 
for one hundred’ copies of "H o a rd ’s 
D airy” and sent them out to the 
.farmers of Crow W ing county, for 
one year, there was hardly a Holstein 
anim al in th e county. 
Today there are some six or seven 
herds with a well defined foundation. 
Besides th is there has been som ething 
over 50 males that have been pur­ 
chased by farm ers in the county with 
a view of building u p 'Holstein herds. 
This in our opinion, is the most prac­ 
tical way for the average farm er to 
proceed. A continuation of good sires, 
well selected is bound to give results. 
A nother noticeable thing is that 
the Holsteins of today are not w hat 
they were twenty or th irty years ago. 
They have been 'improved to a great 
extent^ both in quality of milk th a t 
they produce and in the size of the 
cattle. 
This fact was evidenced a few days 
ago when J. M. Elder sold six cows, 
th a t from one cause or 'another, had 
proven to be unprofitable milk! pro­ 
ducers* 
The six head weighed, on 
the city scale 7875 pounds, an average 
of 1312 pounds each. 
This demon­ 
strates th a t when a cow proves u n ­ 
profitable for dairy purposes, it is not 
an entire loss; th a t they are almost 
a s good now on the butcher’s block 
as the Short Horn. 
These cows have 
been replaced by eight head from the 
VV. S. Moscrip farm at Lakp Elmo and 
are daughters of the great Sir Beets 
Cornucopia .Motherland, who has won 
first prizes at the Chicago in te rn a ­ 
tional Show and at the State Fail’s of 
low'a and Minnesota for the past three 
years. 
This sire has proven to be 
one of the best producers ever exhibit­ 
ed in the Northwest and ( ’row Wing 
county is to be congratulated in get­ 
ting cows that represent some of th e 
best blood that has ever been pro­ 
duced in the dairy world. 
F. H. G ruenbagen has a sire from 
the same g reat producer. 
He also has 
two cows purchased from the Moscrip 
farm a year ago th a t are expected 
to produce some prize w inners, but 
as individuals they would be a credit 
to anybody's herd. 
Two weeks ago 
Mr. Gruenhagon added to bis herd 
two more very fine cows from, Biscay. 
They are expected to not only prove 
a credit to his herd, but to the en­ 
tire county. 
The additions to these 
herds, with the Holsteins already dis­ 
tributed throughout the county are 
going to be a large factor in placing 
Crow Wing county on the dairy map 
of Minnesota.
